The  great,  great  grandfather  on  my  father’s  side 
named  John  Bazemore  came  from  Scotland.  (The  name 
started,  tradition  says,  from  one  Reddie,  who  manufac¬ 
tured  a  cloth  called  Baize),  hence,  the  first  in  line  of  sur¬ 
name  was  Reddie  Baize  and  as  the  family  increased  the 
name  took  on  Baizemore,  finally  dropping  the  “I”. 

I  always  understood  that  the  Bazemores  originated 
in  France.  Uncle  Will  Bazemore  contends  that  also. 

Mr  great  grandfather,  Thomas  Bazemore,  at  this  time 
lived  in  North.  Carolina,  The  family  moved  from  North 
Carolina  to  Putnam  County,  Georgia,  then  to  Jones 
County,  Georgia. 

There  he  reared  a  large  family.  His  sons  were:  Reddie, 
Gerome,  Washington,  Richard,  and  Thomas  Jefferson, 
two  or  three  daughters,  their  married  names  not  known. 

My  grandfather,  Reddie  Bazemore,  married  a  French 
lady  named  Elizabeth  Roquemore  and  moved  from  Jones 
County  to  Houston  County  about  1835  and  raised  a  large 
family.  Sons:  Josiah,  Monroe,  Thomas  Jefferson  (my 
father),  Mark  and  Columbus.  All  of  these  except  the  last 
named  married  and  reared  families.

CHAPTER  ONE 

On  the  Second  Sunday  in  August,  1939,  194  years  after  the 

birth  of  THOMAS  BAZEMORE,  SR.,  about  150  descendants  of 
this  Grandsire,  gathered  near  Butler,  Taylor  County,  Ga.,  in 
their  first  REUNION,  in  respect  of  and  to  do  honor  to  o  ur  com¬ 
mon  ancestors,  THOMAS  BAZEMORE,  Sr.,  and  his  children.  A 
sumptuous  dinner  was  spread  and  all  partook  of  delicious  fried 
chicken,  barbecue  and  a  great  variety  of  delicacies. 

At  this  reunion  the  writer  was  honored  by  being  selected  as 
Historian  to  compile  and  write  a  family  tree  of  THOMAS  BAZE¬ 
MORE,  Sr.,  and  his  descendants.  It  has  been  no  easy  task, 
and  at  this  time  I  feel  sure  is  far  from  completion.  However,  I 
submit  to  you  and  for  your  approval  such  a  record  as  I  have 
been  able  to  obtain  from  the  old  family  Bibles  of  THOMAS 
JEFFERSON  BAZEMORE  AND  MADISON  TURNER  BAZEMORE, 
the  last  mentioned  which  has,  until  recently,  been  in  the  pos¬ 
session  of  William  Lee  Bazemore,  West  Palm  Beach,  Florida, 
youngest  son  of  MADISON  TURNER  BAZEMORE,  and  Grandson 
of  THOMAS  BAZEMORE,  Sr.;  through  the  cooperation  of  other 
descendants;  Honorable  Joe  Ben  Jackson,  Judge  of  the  Superior 
Courts  of  the  Ocmulgee  Judicial  Circuit,  of  Gray,  Jones  County, 
Georgia,  and  Mrs.  Annie  E.  Morton,  Ordinary  of  Jones  County, 
Gray,  Georgia,  to  whom  I  am  under  many  obligations. 

The  object  of  the  writer  is  to  record  the  names,  the  dates  of 
birth,  dates  of  marriage,  names  of  those  who  have  changed 
their  names  by  marriage;  the  dates  of  death  of  those  who  have 
departed  this  life,  and  the  address  of  every  descendant. 

THOMAS  BAZEMORE,  Sr.,  was  born  on  the  6th  day  of 
March,  A.  D.,  1745,  a  subject  of  the  British  Crown.  He  was  born 
31  years  before  the  American  Revolution,  and  he  fought  as  a 
Revolutionary  soldier  under  WASHINGTON,  the  Father  of  Our 
Country,  thus  doing  his  part  in  breaking  the  chains  of  bondage 
of  the  mother  country  and  giving  us,  his  descendants,  this 
beautiful  and  glorious  land  of  freedom.  He  departed  this  life 
on  the  23rd  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1837. 

We,  in  this  day  and  time,  have  no  conception  of  the  perils, 
hardships  and  vicissitudes  through  which  our  ancestors  passed. 
This  country  was  a  forest  and  they  lived  and  toiled  in  the 
woods  with  wild  beasts  and  savage  Indians  threatening  them 
on  one  side  and  the  British  soldiers  pressing  them  on  the 
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other.  They  offered  their  blood  and  lives  for  your  and  my  free¬ 
dom  and  they  won.  We  are  now  living  in  another  perilous  day, 
very  likely  far  more  perilous  than  theirs.  The  lawless  nations 
of  the  earth  are  striking  at  our  neighbor  nations  across  the 
sea  in  hellish  madness  and  soaking  them  in  blood  and  death 
and  may  wipe  them  from  the  face  of  the  earth;  if  they  do,  then 
what  can  we  expect?  If  our  ancestors,  who  stood  as  giants  in  the 
forest,  fought  to  give  us  freedom,  should  not  we,  their  descend¬ 
ants,  have  the  courage  and  fortitude  to  fight,  if  need  be,  to  pre¬ 
serve  that  glorious  freedom  that  our  forebears  gave  us?  The 
victory  shall  not  always  be  with  the  mad  ruthless  warriors,  who 
hate  justice  and  freedom. Our  Glorious  Captain  rules  the  destinies 
of  all  peoples  and  nations,  and  if  we  obey  His  orders,  we’ll 
win,  even,  though  we  die,  if  we  die,  we  shall  live  again,  a 
fuller  and  more  glorious  life,  and  at  the  same  time  we  shall 
hand  down  to  our  children  an  heritage  worthy  of  noble  war¬ 
riors. 

I  find  in  Book  of  Wills  (Transcribed)  1809-1851,  A  and  B 
and  part  of  C,  Pages  243  and  244,  Ordinary’s  Office,  Jones 
County,  Georgia,  the  following  last  will  and  testament  of 
Thomas  Bazemore,  Sr.: 

THOMAS  BAZEMORE  WILL 

IN  THE  NAME  OF  GOD,  AMEN  —  I,  Thomas  Bazemore 
of  the  County  of  Jones  and  State  of  Georgia,  reflecting  on  the 
Uncertainty  of  life  and  not  expecting  in  course  of  human 
nature  to  live  much  longer,  wishing  to  meet  the  Creator  of  the 
Universe  in  peace  after  death  and  my  soul  to  be  forever  happy 
and  for  the  purpose  of  settling  and  disposing  of  my  worldly 
estate,  I  now  will  and  dispose  of  the  same  in  the  following 
manner: 

ITEM  1st,  I  will  and  bequeath  to  my  daughter,  Winney 
Jackson  twenty  five  dollars  over  and  above  what  she  has 
already  received.

ITEM  2nd,  I  give  and  bequeath  to  Polly  Harris  my  daugh¬ 
ter,  twenty  five  dollars  besides  what  she  has  already  received. 

ITEM  3rd,  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son,  Reddick  Baze¬ 
more,  besides  what  he  has  already  had,  one  negro  man  named 
Orvin. 

ITEM  4th,  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  daughter,  Sally  Eth¬ 
ridge,  exclusive  of  what  she  has  already  had,  one  dollar. 

ITEM  5th,  I  will  and  bequeath  to  my  son  Thomas  Jefferson 
Bazemore  one  negro  named  Randle. 

ITEM  6th,  I  will  and  bequeath  to  my  son  James  Marion 
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Bazemore,  one  negro  man  named  Jack,  also  a  girl  named  Berah 
and  one  by  the  name  of  Martha  and  a  lot  of  land  which  I 
drew  in  the  last  land  lottery  No.  152  in  originally  Lee  County. 

ITEM  7th,  I  will  and  bequeath  to  my  son  Turner  Madison 
Bazemore,  a  negro  boy  named  Daniel  and  a  negro  woman 
named  Littis  and  her  five  children  and  all  of  her  after  Increase. 

ITEM  8th,  I  will  to  my  daughter  Kiddy  Brookhalter  all  the 
property  which  I  have  heretofore  given  her,  which  I  deem 
unnecessary  to  name  at  this  time. 

ITEM  9th,  I  will  and  desire  my  wife,  Sarah,  to  live  with 
her  two  sons,  James  Marion  and  Turner  Madison,  who  I  leave 
bound  under  their  legacies  to  support  her  decently  as  long  as 
she  will  reside  with  them  or  either  of  them  as  a  widow,  and 
should  James  Madison  (Marion)  and  Turner  Madison  live 
separate  after  my  death,  the  one  that  my  wife  should  prefer  to 
live  with  to  have  a  Negro  man  by  the  name  of  Bob  for  to 
support  her  during  her  natural  life  or  widowhood,  and  should 
she  marry  or  die,  Bob  to  be  sold  and  equally  divided  between 
Thomas  Jefferson,  James  Marion  and  Turner  Madison  Baze¬ 
more.  And  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  two  sons  James  Marion 
and  Turner  Madison  Bazemore  all  the  residue  of  my  estate 
after  paying  all  my  just  debts  and  the  foregoing  pecuniary 
legacies  and  a  decent  support  for  my  wife  during  her  life  or 
widowhood,  as  before  stated.  I  ratify  and  confirm  the  above  as 
my  last  will  and  testament.  Lastly,  nominate  and  appoint  my 
son,  Thomas  Jefferson  Bazemore,  and  my  friend,  Daniel  Gunn 
and  James  Marion  Bazemore  as  Executors  to  this  my 
last  will  and  testament,  disallowing  and  revoking  all  others 
made  by  me  heretofore,  this  2nd  July,  1836.

The  will,  in  the  first  instance,  shows  that  Thomas  Bazemore 
believed  in  God,  and  reflecting  on  the  uncertainty  of  this  life, 
and  realizing  that  his  time  was  short,  wanted  to  meet  his  Cre¬ 
ator  in  peace  and  his  soul  forever  happy. 

The  foregoing  will  shows  the  wife  of  Thomas  Bazemore,  Sr., 
was  named  Sarah.  The  family  Bible  of  Madison  T.  Bazemore, 
youngest  son  of  Thomas  Bazemore,  Sr.,  shows  that  Sarah  was 
born  in  the  year  A.  D.  1782,  and  that  she  departed  this  life  on 
the  7th  day  of  April,  A.  D.  1842.  The  will  specifies  that  after 
the  death  of  testator  (Thomas,  Sr.),  she  was  to  live  with  her 
two  sons,  James  Marion  and  Turner  Madison,  or  either  of  them, 
as  she  preferred,  if  they  should  live  separately.  We  have  no 
further  information  concerning  her  life  during  widowhood. 

The  will  would  infer  that  he  had  eight  children,  as  he 
made  bequests  to  that  many  and  made  provisions  for  his  wife. 
Thomas  Bazemore,  Sr.,  was  37  years  older  than  his  wife,  Sarah. 
She  was  the  mother  of  Turner  Madison,  later  called  in  reverse, 
Madison  T.  Bazemore,  therefore  his  second  wife.  We  have  no 
information  at  this  time  concerning  his  first  wife. 

Deed  Book  G,  page  69,  Clerk’s  Office,  Jones  County,  Ga., 
shows  that  Thomas  Bazemore,  of  Putnam  County,  purchased 
from  Jesse  Dennis  by  warranty  deed,  on  November  13,  1812, 

Lot  No.  121  in  the  8th  District  of  Jones  County  202%  acres  of 
land,  same  recorded  August  26th,  1816. 

The  above  record  shows  that  Jones  County  was  originally  a 
part  of  Putnam  County. 

Deed  Book  G,  page  68,  Clerk’s  Office,  Jones  County,  Ga., 
shows  that  Thomas  Bazemore  purchased  from  Abraham  Brown, 
by  deed,  on  February  4th,  1815,  101%  acres  of  land  in  the  8th 
District  of  Jones  County. 

Deed  Book  G,  page  293  Clerk’s  Office,  Jones  County,  Ga., 
shows  that  Thomas  Bazemore  purchased  from  Henry  Burdin e 
by  deed’ on  August  4th,  1817,  50  acres  of  land  in  the  8th  District, 
Land  Lot  No.  97. 

Deed  Book  L,  page  237,  Clerk’s  Office,  Jones  County,  Ga., 
shows  that  Thomas  Bazemore  purchased  from  David  Bazemore, 
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by  deed  on  November  21st,  1820,  Lot  No.  178,  consisting  of  101 V2 
acres  of  land. 


Deed  Book  P,  page  383,  Clerk’s  Office,  Jones  County,  Ga., 
shows  that  Thomas  Bazemore  deeded  to  his  son,  Turner  Baze- 
more,  on  March  4th,  1836,  405  acres  of  land,  consideration  “For 
love  and  good  will,”  being  the  plantation  and  premises  of 
Grantor,  (Thomas,  Sr.).  T-his  transaction  took  place  ten  months 
before  Thomas  Senior’s  death. 


The  Tax  Digest  of  Jones  County,  for  the  years  1811-13-14, 
shows  the  following: 


Thomas  Bazemore,  1  Poll  Tax,  13  slaves, 

483  Acres,  P  (meaning  Poor  land) 

Owned  land  in  Warren  County,  483  acres 

Owned  land  in  Putnam  County  67  Mj  acres 

Owned  land  in  Jones  County,  202 Ms  acres 

Owned  land  in  Jones  County  101  ¥2  acres 

Jones  County  land  on  Walnut  Creek. 

Total  tax  paid  for  year  1813:  $6.53 


The  above  would  infer  that  he  owned  a  total  of  854  M2  acres 
in  all  t'hree  counties,  but  the  above  tax  was  evidently  paid 
only  on  the  Jones  County  property.

boy  to  him,  the  said  Thomas  Jefferson  Bazemore,  his  heirs  and 
assigns  forever.  And  I,  the  said  Thomas  Bazemore,  for  yourself, 
my  heirs  and  Executors  and  Administrators,  do  warrant  and 
defend  all  and  singular  the  said  bargained  Negro  Boy  unto  said 
Thomas  Jefferson  Bazemore,  his  heirs  and  assigns  to  me,  my 
said  Executors  and  Administrators,  and  against  all  and  every 
other  person  and  persons  whatever,  shall  and  will  warrant 
and  defend  by  these  presents. 

IN  WITNESS  WHEREOF,  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand 
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and  seal  this  11th  day  of  December,  1834.

Page  173 
shows  probation  of  Thomas  Bazemore’s  will,  Page  174  shows 
where  Marion  M.  Bazernore,  being  over  fourteen  years  of  age 
made  choice  of  his  older  brother,  T.  J.  Bazernore  (Thomas  Jef¬ 
ferson  Bazernore)  as  his  Guardian. 

Minute  Book  of  1837  to  1854,  Pages  30  and  161.  Page  30 
shows  where  the  Court  appointed  a  Commission  to  apportion  to 
Marion  M.  Bazernore,  by  lot  or  otherwise,  his  share  or  legacy 
in  the  real  and  personal  property  belonging  to  the  estate  of 
Thomas  Bazernore,  Sr.,  agreeable  to  the  last  will  and  testament. 
Page  161  shows  Letters  Dismissal  of  T.  J.  Bazernore  as  Guar¬ 
dian  of  James  M.  and  Turner  M.  Bazernore. 

Marriage  License  Book  B,  Page  164,  Ordinary’s  Office,  Jones 
County,  shows  Marion  M.  (James)  Bazernore,  was  married  to 
Paulina  S.  E.  Edwards  on  December  21st,  1837.  The  family 

Bible  shows  that  Marion  M.  Bazernore  departed  this  life  on  the 
28th  day  of  October,  1849. 

The  will  of  Thomas  Bazernore,  Sr.,  shows  that  he  gave  to 
James  Marion  Bazernore  one  Negro  man  named  Jack;  also  a 
girl  named  Berah  and  one  by  the  name  of  Martha,  and  a  lot 
of  land  which  he  drew  in  the  last  land  lottery  of  Georgia,  Lot 
No.  152  in  originally  Lee  County,  at  this  time,  South  Georgia, 
in  which  Lee  County  is  located,  was  practically  a  wilderness 
or  unsettled  forest,  and  no  doubt  Thomas  Bazernore,  Sr.,  never 
saw  the  lot  he  draw,  Lot  No.  152,  above  referred  to. 

The  will  also  shows  that  he  willed  his  wife,  Sarah,  should 
live  with  her  two  sons,  James  Marion  (Marion  M.)  and  Turner 
Madison  (Madison  Turner),  whom  he  left  bound  under  their 
legacies  to  support  her  decently  as  long  as  she  will  reside  with 
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them  or  either  of  them  as  a  widow,  and  should  James  Marion 
(Marion  M.)  and  Turner  Madison  (Madison  T.)  live  separately 
after  his,  (Thomas,  Sr.)  death,  to  the  one  that  his  wife  should 
prefer  to  live  with,  to  -have  a  Negro  man  by  name  of  Bob  to 
support  her  during  her  natural  life  or  widowhood,  and  should 
she  marry  or  die,  Bob  to  be  sold  and  equally  divided  between 
Thomas  Jefferson,  James  Marion  and  Turner  Madison  Baze- 
more.  Then  he  gave  all  the  residue  of  his  estate  after  paying 
all  'his  just  debts  and  the  pecuniary  legacies  and  a  decent  sup¬ 
port  for  his  wife  during  her  life  or  widowhood,  to  his  two  sons, 
James  Marion  and  Turner  Madison  Bazemore,  as  before  stated. 

Book  L,  Page  52,  Ordinary’s  Office,  Jones  County,  shows 
the  following: 

“THE  ESTATE  OF  THOMAS  BAZEMORE,  Deceased. 

In  account  current  with  T.  J.  Bazemore,  Exr.,  for  the  year 
1843,  sold  on  first  Tuesday  in  January,  1843,  before  the  court¬ 
house  door,  in  the  town  of  Clinton,  after  notice  being  perfected, 
in  the  Southern  Recorder,  one  Negro  man  named  Bob,  to  the 
highest  bidder  on  a  twelve  months  credit,  sold  for  four  hundred 
twenty  dollars,  the  proceeds  thereof,  according  to  the  last  will 
and  testament  of  Thos.  Baz»emore,  deceased,  is  to  be  equally 
divided  between  T.  J.  Bazemore,  M.  M.  Bazemore  and  Turner 
Madison  Bazemore,  $420.00. 

I  do  certify  that  the  above  is  a  true  account  of  the  sale.

Page  30  shows  where  Court  appointed  a  Commission  to 
apportion  to  Marion  M.  Bazemore,  by  lot  or  otherwise  his  share 
or  legacy  in  the  real  and  personal  property  belonging  to  the 
said  estate,  agreeable  to  the  last  will  and  testament. 

Page  161  shows  Letters  Dismissal  of  T.  J.  Bazemore  as 
Guardian  of  James  M.  and  Turner  M.  Bazemore. 

The  following  is  a  record  in  the  Ordinary’s  Office,  Jones 
County,  of  a  Commission  being  appointed  by  the  Ordinary  to 
appraise  the  real  and  personal  property  of  Thomas  Bazemore,

He 
was  married  to  Elizabeth  S.  Renfroe  on  the  28th  day  of  Decem¬ 
ber,  A.  D.  1843.  She,  Elizabeth  Renfroe,  was  born  on  the  14th 
day  of  March,  A.  D.  1823.  To  this  union  was  bom  the  following 
children:  George  W.  Bazemore  and  Thomas  J.  Bazemore,  on 
October  10th,  A.  D.  1844,  (Twins);  Nancy  Ella  Bazemore  on  July 
24th,  A.  D.  1846;  Stephen  M.  Bazemore,  on  February  16th,  1848; 
Elizabeth  S.  Bazemore,  on  June  25th,  A.  D.  1849;  Lucy  J.  Baze¬ 
more,  on  May  1st,  1851;  James  M.  Bazemore  on  March  20th,  A. 
D.  1853;  Martha  A.  E.  Bazemore,  on  April  20th,  A.  D.  1858; 
Laura  Francis  Alice  Bazemore,  on  December  12th,  A.  D.  1860, 
and  William  Lee  Bazemore,  on  February  1st,  A.  D.  1864.  Eliza¬ 
beth  S.  died  in  infancy,  on  July  26th,  A.  D.  1850. 

MADISON  TURNER,  or  TURNER  MADISON  BAZEMORE,  as 
above  stated  was  supposed  to  be  the  youngest  child  of  his 
father.  Thomas  Jefferson,  Marion  and  Madison  were  children  of 
second  wife.  He  inherited  by  deed  of  gift,  for  love  and  good 
will,  his  father’s  homestead,  consisting  of  405  acres  of  land  and 
the  old  homestead  where  he  was  born  and  raised  and  where  his 
father  lived  before  his,  Turner  Madison’s  birth.  The  will  shows 
that  his  father  gave  him  a  negro  man  by  name  of  Daniel  and 
a  negro  woman  by  name  of  Littis  and  her  five  children.  Before 
the  Civil  War,  or  the  War  Between  the  States,  he  was  a  prosper¬ 
ous  farmer  and  a  good  provider  for  his  family.  In  fact  they 
lived  in  what  was  known  in  those  days  as  country  luxury.  The 
old  home  was  in  Jones  County,  about  twelve  miles  from  Macon 
up  the  River  Road.  The  main  part  of  the  house  still  stands. 
Madison  was  a  soldier  in  the  Civil  War,  or  War  Between  the 
States,  fighting  for  State's  rights,  but  lost,  lost  States’  rights 
and  lost  his  slaves,  who  were  freed.  He  sold  his  home  after  the 
Civil  War  and  moved  to  North  Georgia,  and  died  there  near  Cal¬ 
houn,  Ga.,  on  the  20th  day  of  October,  A.  D.  1876,  at  the  age  of 
53  years,  7  months  and  14  days.  His  wife,  Elizabeth,  departed 
this  life  on  the  25th  day  of  November,  1890.  Madison  T.  Baze¬ 
more  is  buried  near  Calhoun,  Ga.,  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth,  is 
buried  in  Orlando,  Florida,  she  having  moved  there  with  her 
sen,  William  Lee  Bazemore,  after  her  husband’s  death,  and 
lived  at  Pine  Castle,  Fla.,  three  miles  south  of  Orlando,  at  the 
time  of  her  death.  Madison  T.  and  his  wife  were  both  members 
of  the  Primitive  Baptist  church. 

During  the  War  Between  the  States,  Stoneman’s  Division  of 
Sherman’s  Army,  who  were  marching  to  the  Sea  through  Geor¬ 
gia,  came  by  Madison  T.  Bazemore’s  home  early  one  morning 
just  as  the  family,  consisting  of  the  wife,  Elizabeth,  and  her 
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daughters,  Nancy  Ella,  Lucy  J.  and  some  other  young  ladies 
visiting  there,  and  a  son,  James,  who  was  about  12  years  old, 
were  about  to  eat  breakfast.  One  of  the  girls  looked  out  and 
saw  the  lot  full  of  Yankees  and  made  a<n  alarm  to  the  others. 
Everyone  was  told  to  hide  t-heir  jewelry  quickly,  which  they 
tried  to  do.  Nancy  Ella,  the  writer’s  mother,  jerked  off  a 
breast  pirn  and  tried  to  throw  it  over  the  door  facing,  but  she 
missed  her  target  and  it  hit  the  facing  and  fell  back  and 
caught  in  the  fringe  of  the  counterpain  and  fell  to  the  floor  by 
the  edge  of  the  bed.  By  this  time  the  Yankees  were  in  the 
house.  They  searched  the  house  from  bottom  to  top,  going 
through  all  the  bureau  drawers,  trunks,  etc.,  looking  for  money, 
jewelry  and  fire-arms.  They  crawled  under  this  bed  and  all 
over  this  breast  pin,  but  missed  it,  never  did  find  it,  and  I  have 
it  today. 

My  great  grand  father,  Thomas  Bazemore,  Sr.,  was  an 
officer  of  some  kind  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  and  his  son, 
Madison,  had  his  father’s  sword  hanging  on  the  wall  in  the 

house.  When  the  Yankees  saw  it,  they  thought  that  Madison 
was  an  officer  in  the  Civil  War  and  thought  he  was  at  home 
in  hiding,  and  they  searched  the  place  for  him,  but  did  not  find 
him.  He  had  just  left  home  to  return  to  the  Army.  They  took 
everything  they  wanted  in  the  way  of  jewelry,  money,  fire-arms 
and  stock  and  if  the  residents  of  the  place  objected  to  anything 
they  were  doing,  or  attempted  to  deter  them  in  their  wanton 
conduct,  they  would  burn  down  the  house  or  destroy  other 
property,  such  as  feather  beds,  etc.,  by  ripping  them  open  and 
strewing  them  to  the  winds. 

The  Officers  of  the  Union  Army  pretended  they  did  not  want 
their  soldiers  to  loot  the  homes,  and  some  of  the  neighbors 
reported  to  the  officers  that  their  home  had  been  looted  by  their 
soldiers,  and  the  Officers  took  their  soldiers  down  to  a  sandbed, 
had  them  stack  arms,  and  proceeded  to  search  them.  During 
this  procedure,  the  soldiers  became  aware  of  what  was  going 
on,  and  began  to  slip  the  jewelry  and  silverware  out  of  their 
pockets  and  drop  them  in  the  sand  and  then  cover  them  up  in 
the  sand  with  their  feet.  After  they  had  gone  away,  the  populace 
in  the  neighborhood  went  to  the  sandbed  and  found  a  lot  of 
jewelry  and  silver  were  buried  in  the  sand. 

The  Yankees  went  to  a  house  a  few  miles  from  Madison  T. 
Bazemore’s  home  and  were  ordered  away  by  the  lady  of  the 
house.  Instead  of  going  away,  they  set  fire  to  and  burned  down 
everything  there.  When  they  arrived  at  Madison  T.  Bazemore’s 
home,  breakfast  was  on  the  table  ready  to  be  served.  The 
officers  sat  down  to  eat,  and  invited  the  ladies  of  the  house 
to  sit  down  and  eat  with  them,  but  they  were  so  excited  that 
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they  could  not  eat,  and  this  made  the  Yankees  think  the 
breakfast  was  poisoned;  that  is,  they  pretended  they  thought  so 
but  they  finally  ate  breakfast  and  left,  taking  all  the  stock 
with  them. 

The  above  facts  are  mentioned  simply  to  show  under  what 
conditions  our  parents  and  grand  parents  lived  during  the  Civil 
War  and  they  experienced  the  same  treatment  or  worse  during 
the  reconstruction  days  after  the  war. 

GEORGE  W.  BAZEMORE  and  THOMAS  J.  BAZEMORE,  twins 
were  the  first  born  of  Madison  T.  Bazemore.  George  W.  died 
in  infancy,  two  days  old,  on  October  12th,  A.  D.  1844. 

THOMAS  J.  BAZEMORE,  married  Elizabeth  G.  Smith  on  the 
27th  day  of  December,  1866,  and  to  them  was  born  seven  chil¬ 
dren:  four  boys  and  three  girls,  as  follows:  George  W.  Baze¬ 
more,  born  January  15th,  1868,  died  March  30th,  1872;  Anna 
Jane  Bazemore,  born  October  16th,  1869;  James  Thomas,  born 
May  21st,  1871  died  June  12th,  1872;  Lillie  Belle,  born  Septem¬ 
ber  15th,  1874,  died  August  6th,  1875;  two  other  boys  and  one 
girl  were  born  to  Thomas  J.  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth  Bazemore, 
but  all  died  in  infancy.  No  dates  of  birth  or  death.  Elizabeth, 
wife  of  Thomas  J.  Bazemore  died  on  November  8th,  1907  on  her 
61st  birthday.  Thomas  and  his  wife  are  buried  in  Jones  County. 

Thomas  Bazemore  was  a  soldier  in  the  Civil  War.  On  his 
return  home,  he  moved  to  Arkansas  and  lived  there  several 
years,  and  lost  some  of  his  children  there;  then  he  returned  to 
Georgia  and  settled  down  on  a  farm  in  Jones  County  and  lived 
there  most  of  his  life,  but  finally  sold  his  farm  in  Jones  County 
and  moved  to  Bibb  County  with  his  daughter  and  her  husband, 
H.  I.  Fincher,  and  died  in  Bibb  County  on  the  21st  day  of 
January,  1925,  leaving  one  daughter,  Anna  Jane  Bazemore 
Fincher  surviving.  She  has  no  children. 

NANCY  ELLA,  was  the  third  born  of  Madison  T.  Bazemore 
born  on  the  24th  day  of  July,  1846,  she  died  on  the  19th  day  of 
December,  1904.  She  was  married  to  Joseph  S.  McGee  of  Macon, 
Bibb  County,  Ga.,  on  the  28th  day  of  April,  1870.  To  this  union 
was  born  five  children  as  follows:  Parry  Madison,  born  on  the 
23rd  day  of  February,  1871,  James  Bazemore,  born  cn  3rd  day 
of  October,  1874;  Ella  Elizabeth,  bom  on  2nd  day  of  December, 
1877;  Joseph  Stephen,  born  on  the  3rd  day  of  July,  1880,  and  a 
little  girl,  date  of  birth  unknown,  died  on  day  of  birth.  J.  S. 
McGee,  Sr.,  was  a  prosperous  farmer  and  held  official  positions 
in  Bibb  County  for  30  years.  Both  were  Primitive  Baptists,  both 
she  and  her  husband  buried  in  Bibb  County. 

STEPHEN  M.  BAZEMORE,  was  the  fourth  born  of  Madison 
T.  Bazemore,  bom  on  February  16th,  1948,  died  on  the  1st  day 
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of  June,  1917.  He  was  married  to  Cynthia  F.  Morton  on  the  5th 
day  of  November,  1870.  His  wife,  Cynthia  was  born  on  November 
18,  1844,  died  on  26th  day  of  November,  1922.  To  this  union  was 
born  seven  children:  five  boys  and  two  girls,  as  follows:  Willie 
Eugene,  born  December  14,  1871;  Charlie  Everett,  born  on 
August  1st,  1873;  Docia  Pearl,  born  on  June  1st,  1875,  died  on 
March  7th,  1913;  Oliver  Morton,  born  on  August  28th,  1876; 
Lizzie  Kate,  born  on  December  27th,  1879;  Thomas  Norton,  born 
cm  May  22nd,  1882;  Clarence  Walker,  born  on  September  29th, 

1884.  Stephen  and  wife  are  buried  in  Taylor  County,  Georgia. 

ELIZABETH  S.  BAZEMORE  died  in  infancy.  She  was  the  fifth 
born  to  Madison.  Died  on  26th  of  July,  1850,  age  13  months. 

LUCY  JANE  BAZEMORE,  the  sixth  born  to  Madison  T.  and 
his  wife,  born  on  May  1st,  1851.  She  married  William  Fain  on 
October  9th,  1877,  died  on  the  23rd  day  of  April,  1885.  Her  hus¬ 
band,  William  Fain  was  born  on  January  24th,  1831,  died  on 
January  21st,  1882.  To  this  union  was  born  one  daughter,  Lizzie 
Lester,  on  August  2nd,  1878.  She  was  never  married,  and  died 
on  June  23rd,  1895.  After  her  parents’  deaths,  she  was  raised 
by  her  Grandmother  and  her  Uncle,  William  Lee  Bazemore  in 
Florida,  and  she  is  buried  with  her  Grandmother  at  Orlando, 
Florida.  Lucy  Jane,  buried  at  Kaney  Church,  Jones  County. 

JAMES  M.  BAZEMORE,  the  seventh  child  of  Madison  T. 
and  wife,  was  born  on  March  20th,  1853,  married  to  Hattie  Lou 
Fulks,  on  November  4th,  1888,  and  died  on  September  10th, 
1913,  buried  in  South  Florida.  Wife  still  living  in  Miami,  Fla. 
To  this  union  was  born  six  children:  four  boys  and  two  girls, 
as  follows:  Grady  Pearl,  born  on  October  19th,  1889,  at  Sanford, 
Fla.;  Winford  Windall,  born  Aug.  17th,  1897,  at  Jacksonville, 
Fla.;  Albert  Cecil,  born  on  the  6th  day  of  April,  1900;  Wilbur 
Raymond,  born  on  the  5th  day  of  May,  1903;  Thelma  Ruby  born 

on  -  day  of  - ,  1905 

James  M.  Bazemore  went  to  Florida  after  his  father’s  death 
and  entered  railroad  work.  He  helped  to  build  the  extension  of 
the  Florida  East  Coast  Railroad  from  Miami  to  Key  West,  Fla. 

MARTHA  A.  E.  BAZEMORE,  eighth  born  on  April  20th,  1858, 
and  was  married  to  William  T.  Curry  on  February  14th,  1884. 
She  is  still  in  life,  her  husband  died  on  the  13th  day  of  May, 
1926.  To  this  union  was  born  five  children;  two  boys  and  three 
girls,  as  follows:  Grover  C.,  born  on  the  7th  day  of  December, 
1884,  died  on  the  9th  day  of  March,  1927;  Walter  L.,  born  on 
the  9th  day  of  September,  1886;  Alma  Bernice,  born  on  the 
21st  day  of  September,  1889;  Lola  Ruth,  born  on  the  11th  day  of 
October,  1891;  Eula  G.  born  June  4,  1893;  Martha  is  the 

only  daughter  of  Madison  T.  Bazemore.  She  is  now  82  years  old. 
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She  is  a  Primitive  Baptist.  Lola  Ruth  died  Sept.  14th,  1914.  As 
far  as  is  known,  “Aunt  Mattie”  is  still  living,  address  unknown. 

LAURA  FRANCIS  ALICE  BAZEMORE,  ninth  born  of  Madi¬ 
son  T.  Bazemore,  was  born  on  December  12th,  1860,  was  ’never 
married.  She  was  an  invalid  from  rheumatism  most  of  her  life. 
She  died  in  Bibb  County,  Ga.,  on  the  15th  day  of  August,  1929 
and  is  buried  in  Rose  Hill  Cemetery,  Maccn,  Ga. 

WILLIAM  LEE  BAZEMORE,  tenth  child  of  Madison  T.  Baze¬ 
more  was  born  on  February  1st,  1864.  He  was  married  to  Minnie 
Viola  Barksdale  on  August  8th,  1894,  and  to  this  union  was 
born  seven  children:  six  girls  and  one  boy,  as  follows:  Earl 
LeRoy,  born  August  29th,  1895;  Willa  Lester,  born  January  9th, 
1898;  Elise  Alma,  born  February  1st,  1900;  Trella  Lee,  born  June 
19th,  1902;  Mildred  Elizabeth,  born  November  24th,  1906; 

Lillian,  born  September  27,  1908,  died  December  15,  1913,  and 
Margaret  Ella,  born  February  22,  1913. 

William  Lee  Bazemore  was  the  youngest  child  of  Madison 
T.  Bazemore.  He  moved  to  Florida  in  early  manhood  and 
entered  the  railroad  work.  His  wife  now  lives  at  West  Palm 
Beach,  Fla.  He  served  his  time  in  the  railroad  service  and  was 
retired  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  at  one  time  an  official 
of  Palm  Beach,  Florida,  serving  in  the  Police  Department. 

William  Lee  Bazemore  died  June  20,  1952  and  was  buried 
at  West  Palm  Beach,  Florida. 

Reddie  Bazemore  married  Elizabeth  Roquemore  and  to  this 
union  was  born  the  following  sens:  Josiah,  Monroe,  Thomas 
Jeffernon,  Mark  and  Columbus. 

Thomas  Jefferson  Bazemore  married  Mary  Elizabeth  Hart 
and  to  this  union  was  born  the  following  children:  E.  Frank, 
Robert  H.,  William  T.  J.,  Oscar  C.,  Walter  Lee,  bora  September 
29,  1865,  Bradford  B.,  Mary  Elizabeth,  Sarah  Frances  and  Anna 
L. 

Robert  H.  Bazemore  married  Mollie  Hurchison  and  to  this 
union  was  bora  the  following  children:  Harry,  Edward,  John, 
Joseph,  George,  and  Sara.
